(J^ural  ^District  Gouncil  of  Glaypole. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg'  to  submit  to  you  herewith  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Glaypole  Rural  District  for  the  year  1910. 

The  District  contains  twenty-six  villages  and  ham- 
lets, and  covers  an  area  of  58,260  acres,  and  contains  a 
scattered  population  estimated  at  7,384,  most  of  whom 
are  engaged  in  agriculture. 

'Fhere  are  no  manufactures  or  injurious  or  offensive 
trades  carried  on. 

T/ie  House  Accommodation  is  in  no  way  different 
from  that  of  previous  years  ; and  during  last  )'ear  not  a 
single  new  house  has  been  built  so  far  as  I am  aware. 
I rather  that,  under  the  Housintr  and  Town  Planning 
Act,  a complete  inspection  of  the  housing  accommodation 
will  have  to  be  made  and  reports  submitted  as  the  work 
proceeds. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  v’er)'  variable. 
Fulbeck  and  Stapleford  have  a public  supply.  River 
water  is  used  in  some  cases  in  those  villaires  which  are 
near  enough  to  it,  and  for  the  rest  private  wells  are 
depended  upon  ; the  quality  of  the  water  in  which  is 
mostly  very  hard. 
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During;'  the  past  year  I have  aiial)'scd  samples  of 
water  from  Marston,  Harkston  (four),  Staj^leford  and 
Claypole.  In  no  case  was  an)-  metallic  impurity  found- 
It  frecjnenth’  happens  that  considerable  risk  of  pollution 
of  well  waters  occurs  owin^-  to  occu[)iers  ignorantly 
placing  manure  and  refuse  heaps  too  close  to  the  wells. 
.Vttention  is  drawn  to  this  whenever  found. 

Milk  Supply. — The  Dairies  and  Cow-sheds  of  those 
persons  who  are  on  the  Register — now  71  in  number — 
are  inspected  twice  annuall)’  as  required  by  the  Dairies 
and  Milk-shops  Order.  Many  of  the  Cow-sheds  have 
required  considerable  alterations  ; and  I am  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  that  there  Is  a considerable  improvement 
in  the  sanitary  condition  and  cleanliness  of  those  premises 
which  are  open  to  inspection. 

I he  1 )istrict  being  so  extensive  and  thinly  populated, 
there  is  no  systematic  inspection  of  Meat  or  other  Foods  ; 
and  no  cases  of  unsound  food  have  been  found.  The 
Bake-houses,  of  which  there  are  16,  and  the  Slaucrhter- 
houses,  of  which  there  are  1 3,  are  however  regularly 
inspected  ; and  we  have  no  complaint  to  make  of  their 
want  of  cleanliness. 

I he  Sewers  of  the  various  villages  have  been  very 
greatly  improved  of  late  years  ; gradually  and  system- 
atically the  old  brick  or  stone  sewers  have  been  done 
away  with  and  new  sewers  laid,  until  now  few  of  the  old 
type  still  remain. 

1 he  out-falls  of  the  sewers  are  taken  into  open 
ditches  well  away  beyond  the  villages. 
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Duriner  tlie  past  year  new  sewers  have  been  laid  at 
Allino'ton,  Bassingham,  Bennington,  and  Westborough. 

I louse  Drains  too  liave  l)een  in  many  cases  greatly 
improved  ; defective  traps  replaced  and  new  drains  laid. 
1 here  still  remain  however  a number  of  cottages  which 
are  not  provided  with  any  drains  at  all  ; and  in  these 
cases  slops,  &c.,  are  emptied  on  the  garden  grounds  or 
the  nearest  rubbish  heap. 

There  is  only  one  River — the  Witham — flowing 
through  the  District,  fed  by  the  Brant  and  the  Beck  and 
various  land  drains  which  empty  into  them.  Some  pollu- 
tion of  this  river  and  its  tributories  may  occur  Irom  the 
empt}’ing  into  them  of  the  effluent  from  village  sewers, 
or  that  of  the  Sewao^e  Farm  at  Marston. 

Excrement  disposal  takes  place  for  the  most  part  on 
the  land  on  the  occasional  emptying  of  the  privy- 
middens  ; which,  together  with  house  refuse,  have  to  be 
disposed  of  by  or  at  the  instance  of  the  occupiers. 

The  disposal  of  House  Reluse  is  a perennial 
difficulty  in  country  districts  ; and  the  neglect  and  ac- 
cumulation of  such  refuse  frequently  cause  nuisances 
which  are  not  unlikely  to  be  dangerous  to  health. 

In  the  event  of  such  beinor  broucrht  to  our  notice  or 

o o 

being  found  on  inspection — which  is  not  infrequent — 
your  Inspector  writes  to  the  owner  calling  upon  him  to 
abate  the  nuisance  ; which  requirements  are  nearly 
always  complied  with.  No  cases  during  the  past  year 
have  required  proceedings  to  be  taken  under  Section  91 
of  the  Public  Health  Act. 
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\’our  Couiicii  has  no  i’'\’e-La\vs  except  the  Regula- 
tions under  the  Dairies  and  Cow-sheds  Order. 

I'he  Medical  Inspectioii  of  School  Children  is 
carried  out  b}' a speciall)' appointed  Officer;  w'ho  informs 
me  that  improvements  have  been  effected  iii  the  ventila- 
tion, lighting-,  cloak-room  or  lavatory  accommodation  of 
the  Schools  at  Barkston,  Long-  Bennington,  Brant 
Broughton,  Caythorpe,  and  North  Scarle.  In  most 
schools  the  old  fashioned  long  desks  are  being  abolished 
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in  favour  of  a more  modern  type. 

The  schools  have  mostly  privy-middens  which 
should  be  emptied  more  frequently  than  they  are. 

The  scholars  on  the  whole  are  healthy  ; but  in  the 
event  of  the  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  it  occasionally 
becomes  necessary  to  advise  the  closure  of  the  school  for 
a short  period  ; during  which  1 generally  advise  the 
cleansing  and  disinfection  of  the  school,  in  order  to 
prevent  if  possible  any  further  outbreak  on  re-opening. 

Inuring  the  past  year  it  has  only  been  necessary  to 
advise  the  temporary  closure  of  Fulbeck  and  Bayard’s 
Leap  Schools  on  account  of  hleasles  ; and  Claypole 
School  on  account  of  Chicken-pox.  In  the  event  of  the 
outbreak  of  any  non-notifiable  infectious  illness  in  any 
school,  1 receive  early  information  from  the  School 
Medical  Ofiicer. 

There  Is  no  Isolation  Hospital  available  in  the 
District  ; and  Infectious  cases  have  to  be  dealt  with  in 
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iheir  own  Iioines  as  they  arise.  On  receipt  of  notification 
of  such  cases,  I immediately  issue  isolation  notices  and 
cause  disinfectants  to  be  supplied.  While  in  cases  of 
Diphtheria  1 also  supply  Antitoxin  if  so  desired  by  the 
Practitioner  in  attendance.  As  soon  as  possible  in  each 
case  the  premises  occupied  are  visited  and  inspected  with 
a view  to  ascertaining-  if  possible  the  cause  of  the  illness, 
emphasing-  the  necessity  of  isolation,  and  taking  steps  for 
the  removal  of  any  nuisance  that  may  then  be  brought  to 
light.  On  the  conclusion  of  such  infectious  illness  the 
premises  are  disinfected  by  )mur  Inspector. 

Compulsory  Notification  of  I’oor  Law  Cases  of 
Pulmonary  l uberculosis  has  now  been  in  force  two  years. 
But  up  to  now  no  such  cases  have  been  notified  to  me. 
There  is  no  notification  of  private  cases  of  Consumption  ; 
and  no  hospital  accommodation  for  such  cases. 

D tiring  last  year  there  were  only  three  deaths  from 
this  cause,  the  ages  being  17,  26,  and  32. 

Other  forms  of  Puberculosis  were  the  cause  of  death 
in  three  other  cases. 

Of  other  Non-notifiable  Diseases,  I have  onl)’  to 
report  outbreaks  of  Measles  at  P'ulbeck  and  Chicken-pox 
at  Claypole.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — There  are,  as  I have 
stated,  no  manufactures  carried  on  in  the  District  ; and 
only  one  two  places  where  engines  of  small  power  are 
occasionally  used,  which  may  be  called  Factories. 
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In  compiling  the  Register  last  }’ear  I visitetl  and 
inspected  ever)’  villay^e  workshop  in  the  District;  so  tliat 
such  a tlioroug’h  in.'- ])ection  has  not  aQ^ain  beeit  under- 
taken, but  oil])-  some  of  the  worksliops  visited.  ' d'here 
is  no  alteration  iii  the  Register,  a sumniary  of  which  will 
be  fouiul  on  page  i 8. 

d'here  are  no  undergnuind  Bake-houses,  and  all  the 
existing  Bake-houses  are  in  a satisfactor)'  state. 

Tables  I.  and  II.  appended  give  the  Vital  Statistics 
of  the  whole  District,  and  of  its  several  parts  for  1910, 
and  the  averages  of  the  previous  ten  years. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Birth  Rate,  21 ’66,  is  almost 
the  same  as  that  of  the  previous  year;  and  slightly  above 
the  average  ; while  the  total  Death  Rate,  i5‘84,  is  also 
sligiitl}’  above  the  average  ; this  being  inclusive  of  the 
deaths  of  ten  persons  in  various  Institutions  outside  the 
District. 

d'here  were  160  Births  and  117  Deaths,  as  against 
162  Births  and  14  i Deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

Table  III.  shows  the  incidence  of  Notifiable  Infec- 
tious Illness  throughout  the  District  and  its  several  parts, 
d here  were  no  cases  of  Small-po.x  ; but  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  return  kindly  furnished  by  the  Vaccination 
Officer,  that  there  were  47  “conscientious”  objections 
raised  and  certificates  granted,  against  51  cases  success- 
fully vaccinated  ; so  that  nearly  half  of  our  infant  popula- 
tion now  is  unprotected  from  Small-pox. 
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'riicM'e  were  only  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  ; one  of 
which  proved  fatal. 

'I'here  were  ten  cases  of  Erj’sipelas,  13  of  Scarlet 
h'ever,  and  one  of  d')phoid,  with  no  deaths. 

It  is  curious  to  note  that  not  one  sincrle  case  of

infectious  disease  was  notihed  from  the  Bassineham 

o 

Registration  District. 

d'able  IV.  Is  perhaps  the  most  interesting  and 
Important  one,  as  showing  the  causes  of  the  i i 7 deaths ; 
the  ages  at  w'hich  and  the  localities  in  which  they 
occurred. 

Senile  Decay  is  again  assigned  as  the  cause  in  many 
of  the  cases;  and  I note  that  among  all  the  cases  25  were 
over  80  years  of  age  and  one  over  90. 

Deart  Disease  comes  next  in  frequency,  but  has  not 
this  year  occasioned  the  death  of  any  very  young  people  ; 
three-fourths  of  the  cases  being  over  65  years  of  age. 

There  were  fewer  deaths  from  Cancer  this  )’ear ; 
only  six  being  so  certified. 

'Fhe  rest  of  the  deaths  are  attributed  to  numerous 
causes,  there  being  very  few  In  each  class. 

Turning  now  to  the  cases  of  Infant  Mortality — 
Table  V. — we  see  that  Premature  Birth  occasions  more 
than  half  the  deaths  certified.  There  must  also  be  a 
considerable  number  of  still-births,  which  are  not 
registered.  There  are  only  four  Registered  Mid- 
wives in  the  District.  The  Notification  of  Births 


Act  has  not  Ixjcn  adopted.  iM)'  cards  of  advice  on 
infant  rearino-  are  offered  to  every  parent  registerincr 
a birth  by  the  Registrars,  d'here  were  i6o  births 
registered  during  the  ) ear,  of  which  onl)’  one  was  illegiti- 
mate. 'I'he  remaining  deaths  of  infants  are  attributed  to 
various  causes,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  if  any  of  these 
could  have  been  prevented. 

On  the  whole,  I think  that  the  general  health  of 
the  District  during  1910  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

A brief  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  ap- 
pended : and  again,  b}'  the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  Vere  F. 
Wallson  and  Joseph  Brocklebank,  Esq.,  I am  able  to 
include  the  Rainfall  and  Temperature  records  ol  the  year.
